motored from The Hague to Haarlem.

heavy with perfume.

Krelage and tile directors received the 
party at the entrance. 
M. Krelage

They will also show that in 
1906, when Hamilton was in Omaha, 
giving testimony in the federal court 
against the cattle barons, a man was 
hired to kill him and that he followed 
him for two days and nights, but the 
opportunity to administer the fatal 
blow did not present itself. 
Still other affidavits will show that 
on the night of the murder Hamilton 
was sitting in tile rear room of M cIn­ 
tyre’s saloon at Mullen and in the 
presence of Frank Clevenger, R. E. 
M cBride and Charles Rector. M cIntyre 
entered the room and, beating Ham il­ 
ton over the head With a revolver, 
killed him.

The most 
recent move in that direction and the 
one that by its farreaching effects I 
believe threatens the gravest danger 
to the republic, is the proposition that 
the federal government should take 
charge of all corporations, especially 
railroads. 
The issuance by the fed­ 
eral government of charters to all 
railroad corporations would be fraught 
with the gravest dangers to the liber­ 
ties of the people. Let there he placed 
in the hands of a president of the 
United States the power to control 
every corporation 
in the land, and 
there would be lodged in his hands a 
flower that would sooner or later de­ 
stroy democratic government, 
lf the 
people of tho different states allow the 
government 
of 
corporations 
within 
the states to be taken away and per­ 
mit powers reserved to the state to 
be cc ntrailzed in the federal govern­

At half past four on Saturday a f­ 
ternoon. Harold Lund, the 4 year old 
adopted son of Mr. and Mrs. W alter 
Lund, 1707 E. Oak street, w as run 
over by a buggy and crushed by the 
horse’s hoofs as the 
little 
fellow 
slipped under the buggy. 
As stated by neighbors and others 
who were there im m ediately before 
the accident or w ho saw parts of the 
tragedy it was unquestionably an un­ 
avoidable accident. 
Walter Lund, father of the boy, 
was seen and stated that 
the first 
he knew (lf the hiss of his little boy 
was when he left a bath house five 
blocks south 
of 
His residence and 
saw a crowd collected at the corner 
of 
17th and Oak streets and heard 
them say, “ Harold was run over.” 
He ran down the street and found 
the poor little body, 
crushed 
and! 
bleeding, In the street. 
Piecing the stories together, the 
fasts iii the case seem to lie as fol­ 
low-;:

Shanks, 1710 E. Oak St., Mr. Rowell 
and others. The tw o hay team s were 
parallel with 17th street and a farm­ 
er’s buggy w as driving out of town, 
passing the hay team s to the south 
w hile sim ultaneously a buggy came 
from the east, proceeding to town 
and passed the hay team s on the 
north side.
